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The applicants hereby appeal the decision of the Examiner in 
which the Examiner finally rejected all of Claims 1-18 and 20-34 in 
the Office Action dated November 19, 2004. 

1. The Examiner erred in objecting to the claims because of 
alleged informality. 

2. The Examiner erred in rejecting the claims on the basis 
of the Hensler et al. patent in view of the Chien patent, the 
Gehweiler et al . patent and the Sanders patent. 

3. The Examiner further rejected the claims on the basis of 
applying the Phillips patent and other references of record. 



4. The Examiner also erred in rejecting the claims on the 
grounds of double patenting. 

5. The Examiner further erred in not giving full 
consideration to the arguments of the applicants. 

The applicants hereby respectfully request an oral hearing in 
connection with this appeal.
